death.

He proposed ] 
marriage, and she consented, with the ' 
prnvi.so thai he sllouM lake her to the ' 
adjacent, village of liyroii, ^\'is., to buy | 
a toilet outlit. JIa gladly did this, j 
though she made shopping very costly | 
to liiin. When all the purcliases had ] 
been packed in tiireo trunks and sent 
to the railroad station, she had them I 
checked for Chicago instead of home, j 
and went away with iheni, leaving her i 
aged lover to find Out that she had 
made a fool of him. 

People in England have been moveil 
with an unaccustomed e.xciteiiipnt by 
the singularly sail suicide of Dr. KJ- 
wardes, of llonnslow, on account of aj 
false cliai'ge broughl against liim by a 
female ot ipiPstioiiHble character whom 
lie had been professionally attemling. 
While denying tho charge in a most; 
emphatic inaiiner, l>r. Edwardos told 
some of his aci|uaiiitance8 that "tho 
slightest taint of such a charge, whe- 
ther proved or not, is sullicieiit to ruin 
any medical man, and the sooner I get 
out of this the belter, ' .At the Coroii 
er's inquest the woman wlio preferied 
the charge against Dr. Edwardes ad 
milted that "it was Dr. Whitraarsh's 
doings that had set them on. It was 
Dr. Whitniarsh, and nobody else, that 
egged her on." It also appeared that 
Dr. Whitniarsh, Dr. F.ilwariles's busi- 
ness jiartner, had been trying to buy 
out the interest of his partner in the 
business. The Coroner's jury returned 
a verdict of suicide caused by tempora- 
ry insanity, and. added a rider to the 
eU'eet, "That Dr. Edwardes was driven 
to his ilealli by the pressure brought to 
bear by Dr. Whitniarsh UKiiig the false 
charge of Hose liigiiell as a means of 
driving him to a dissolution of partner- 
ship." 

In opening the winter semester late- 



ly, the rcetor of the University of 
Leipsic mentioned that of twelve stu- 
dents who had ilied ilurtnr hu-t .-.esson, 
only four succumbeii to natur.il causes. 
One fell in a duel and six had coininil- 
ted suicide. This would bear out the 
statement of a recent coinpilerofKOci.il 
statistics, that the kingdom of .Saxony 
is "C'liiiiiborazo of suicide." In .Sax- 
ony the luunber of tiiose who take 
their own lives is absoiutely greater 
than tliati of any other country in Ku 
rope. Ila population is certainly 
denser ; but no one has yet given any 
thing like a plausibly complete explan- 
ation of tins suiciilal mania. 

A female smuggler named Broniir 
met with a serious accident at Lvona 
the other day, while in the exercise of 
her illegal calling. She Imd concealed 
several blatldurs full of alcohol under 
her petticoats in order to pa.ss them 
tlu DUgh the f/(7rt>/ free of duty. Being 
arrested on susjiicioii of smuggling, 
she ])ierced the bladders with a jiin, 
and all the litjuor ran out before she 
reached llie police .viatioii. Oil arriv- 
ing there, liovvev er, she incautiously at 
tomptiid to dry her clothes before a red 
hot stove. Being .saturated with al- 
cohol, they at once took tire. Mine. 
Bronar reueived such injuries that her 
life is in danger. 



Falsification of Srandy. 

.\ lamentable pictine Ims been 
drawn in a recent report of llie .Vnier- 
ieaii consul at Unelielle uf the f.alsiliea 
tioii of liraiuly, w liieli, it apiiears, in 
the last three years has undergone a 
complete transformation, and is no 
longer brandy, the greater portion be- 
ing prejiarnd from alcohol of grain, po 
tatoes, or beet. The most luisatisfac 
lory circuniNtanee is that even the 
inerchanls who desire to purchase a 
pure Cognac caiinoi be eerlaiii that 
they do so, for tin- proprietors of the 
vinevarils, all iil w lioin are distillers, 
have beeoiiie so clever in the niailip 
Illation of the hIcoIioIs ami the aecrun- 
paiiyiiig drugs that they dclil lerately 
make a brandy of any reijuired year 
or quality. The mention of the years 
1840 or 187(>, for instance, in an in- 
voice or on a label, ineaiu. sini|ily that 
the article is presnned to havi; the 
taste or colour of tiie brandies of these 
years. The iiici easing iniportat ion of 
Oerfnaii potato iinl beet alcohols into 
the Charente ports is an ailtlitional 
proof that the. less brandy that is con- 
sumed the better for the health and 
intellect of the consumer. It is, more- 
over, becoming a custom to sell the 
brandy in 12-bottli! cases, marked with 
one, two, or three star.s accoriling to 
the presuiiieil quality, thus avoiding 
any eoiiqiromising iiieiition of year or 
jilaco of )>rodiiction. Some of the 
manufacturers import tho small raisins 
from the East, and make what thoy 
call brandy from the juice, there being 
at least one such establishment in op 
enitiou at (Jogiiae. .-Vpari from the 
unsatisfactory purchase of a brandy 
which is not a brandy, drinkers should 
seriously consider what arc tbi! jirojier- 
ties of the liquid wliiidi they are so 
complacently imbibing. Il is simply 
an active jioisoii, the imported alcohol, 
which is known to the trade as •'trui.i 
si.r,'' being of 90 deg. strength, and 
sold at a little loss tlian three francs a 
gallon. Its charncteristic efl'ect is to 
produce an iiitoxic:itioii in which the 
patient is especi illy inclined to rage 
and physical viulenee, while iiis.anity, 
of an obstinate mid aliiuist liopeles.-i 
form, is the inevitable con.iequeiice of 
of a prolonged use of it. It is said 
that the great increase of violent and 
brutish crimes in France may be trac- 
ed to the drinking of Uii.'-; biaiidy .Tiid 
absinthe. The slang term for a glass 
of Cognac is ini in troh, and for cofl'ee 
with Cognac mi (/nnid dcidl. Not 
only ill l''raiice, but in other countries, 
and even in the I'niled .States, these 
liquors are producing a condition of 
national alcoholism of the worst kind, 
far bevond the ordinary drunkenness 
arising fioni iiiuidultorated intoxicat- 
ing drinks. — Tunca.
